There are no Hindoos in Edmontan. 
Thb minister of the interior should at- 
tend to this. We have been neglected. 
The only Asiaticos we have here are 
Chinamen, It seems singular ~ that 
such a trifle as the’ importation of a 
few men of color from. the far east 
should be permitted to iakea from Ed- 
monton {the distinction of ‘being; truth- 
fully called “baby Londen.” As iti is 
this debenture-issuing little + metro- 
polis on the redman’s river occupies 
the unique position of being the big- 
gesti conglomeration af nationnlities in 
a town of 2,000 ever Lnown in any 
latitude mt any age of the world’s his- 
vary. Ontario has scores of towns the 
size af Edmonton, But find a John 
Smith in Peaceville, Ont., and you may 
bet that the Smiths he gat' his nameff 
from, some time in their family his« 
tory, slashed the woods in the immed- 
inta vicinity of ; Peaceville. . John 
Smith in Edmonjan might have, come 
withie the last two years from any 
on of a dozen countries, The differ- 
ence may seem alt first thought ta be 
a. ‘mere curiosity, At bottom it is « 
mast serious and engaging problem. 

For the working out af this young 
city’s destiny is not merely.ta fill the 
streets with the garbs of foreigners, 
the business directory with unspeak- 
ablq ‘names, and the new market place 
with ‘the babel of strange ‘tongues. No 


doubt this is a consummation for 
which the average merchant of Ed- 
monton devoutly wishes. But the 


quicker it comes *he greater the prob- 
lem we must face ; which! is not ulti- 
mately to swell the assessment roll or 
to build'a second bridge across the Sas- 
katchewan; but to shape out of the 
compe rative chaos ef nationalities & 
community. It may be generations 
yet before a Bugene Debs or a Paut 
Kruger arises in this western demo- 
cracy. It may be never. But we have 
had a Lauis Riel, We cannot afford 
another. Yet the races are comiog in. 
They. are coming frst ta make money; 
second to make citizens. Now is the 
time to settle which is the greater 
necesslty., : ! 

The most obvious result of the swift 
influx of nationalities is imcohcren- 
cy. Almost everything but vrivate 
business here is a body without nerves. 

Polities in Edmonion is at present a 
jumble, Largely because party €oaVv- 
ernment is not yet a feature at Re- 
gina; somewhat by ,reason oj latitude, 
which makes the immigrant careless 
and keers the native clectorate muao- 
consewous, more because may inhabi- 
tants af Edmontten and its vicinity 
hail from countrfes whose statecraft }s 
anything but Canadian, ard as much as 
anything! because ths uverage elector 
of Northern Alverta has cast in his 
lot here for the supreme purpose of 
making money and leaving polities be- 
hind, Many of us got a fill of poli- 
tiegin the homelan?. Out here we are 
at first. glai to be rid of the disease. 
afterwards it, may seem necessary - to 
take it again, 

What is true of politics ia in a meas- 
ure true af sacial economy. The -prin- 
ciple af “every man for himself the 
sheriff take tbe hindmost” - hinders 
concerted action along broad - social 
lines. I don’t mean that we - lack 
“functions,” But a bal poudre, or a 
game of golf each eminently oivil- 
ized in itself, is not necessarily an ele- 
meat af civilization ia a young settle- 
ment. if-that means community of ioc- 
al initterests. To wear a swallow tail 
may be a contribution to barbarism 
if it helps td drive the wedge intd a 
community instead of putting im the 
links, But hy social economy. I mean 
tha economy which fosters common de- 
velopment of social ideas; such 28 thé 
building of hospitals (happily well at- 
rended to in Edmanton); the organiza- 
tion of benevolent guilds for which 
happily: we have not yef! the necessity 
bere that some day we shall have; the 
jastitution of anything in short which 
tends to unite the community piong 
lines of broad social activity. We 
shall have more time for these sociitl 
activities after the railroad comes n. 

Again this incoherence, obtains in 
matters of education, There is No cry- 
ing lack of school equipment. Indeed 
the wonder is that one small iown, 
so far up uncer i}e dipper, possesses 
such educational facilities aud con- 
trivances as ours does. Bui the true 
aim of edacaition, which ig 'to improve 
and “develop the individual] so as to fit 
him for the discharge of his highest 
duties as a citizen.ang a home~builder 
is subordinated to the utility of edu- 
cation in the business of making moa- 
ey. This makes a boy or a girl su- 
premely anxious to pass an examifa- 
tion, sublimily indifferent after it is 
passed, There are Philistines who 
hold that book-culture is a social di- 
vider; that it makes cliques and fac- 
tions. The Philistines would kick 
jess if they were to read more, Good 
pooks are the great levellers. The 
pbumblest mechanic may digaify his 
toil with good reading. The veriest 
pamper may become the intellectual 
equal of his employer. We, shall need 
alcirculaltting jiterary ard a free read- 
ing room in Edmonton soon, But’ of 
course we shall order double, numbers 
of. Marie Corelli, and Pansy and re- 
rommend Kipling instead of Shake- 
speare, 

In religion a similar, though by no 
means the same, diversity exists. The 
church is the best organized institu- 
tion in society, Consequently we do 
notifook for disruption in, its ranks ‘as 
a ‘necessary result of immigration, A 
bishop-man, in England is nat likely to 
turn into a kirk-man here, Yet he 
sometimes does and vire yersa: But 
in Edmonton we have churches enough: 
and no incomer need complain of being 
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wuable to find here some body of be- 
lievers with whom he can associate in 
matters ofcreei, Some say it might 
bei better otherwise, It is not hard to 
find) here and there 'a Christian sovial- 
ist in Edmoniton who believes in ond 
big church for the community; a kind 
atreligiqus syndicate in which we fear 
the element of trust would be danger- 
ous: to maitters of faith. Happily such 
a religious chajos is little likely to oc- 
eur in Edmoniton. The churches are 
preserviag their distinetions. 

But if there is not a religious, there 
is at least a denominational chaos in 
Edmonton, It has two sources. The 
first is the tendency in’ many young 
men to regard a western town as a 
free town. So that whereas in jhe 
home parish they went regularly to 
their father’s churches, here they visit 
in turns every church and) subscribe 
to none, The second and most con- 
tribulttory scuree is domesi.ic, Mar- 
riage, thait happy tie of human. sqduls 
has played hob in division with the 
churches. In! Ontario or the old, coun- 
itryla young man! is likely to marry} a 
young woman ous of his own church. 
Here matrimony scorns the limitations 
of sect and he marries into any church. 
The consequence is thalt} many of the 
households of Edmonton ore divided, 
The husband goes to onq church, the 
wife to another; or they take turn 
about, Parenis attend one church 
the children another. Different chil- 
dren in the same family anxious to 
honor their parents by imitation, at- 
tend different churches. The practi- 
cal outcome of which i# that the var- 
iows churches have more im common 
than ‘their prayer books call for. Let 
us hope the assoriattion may do nathiag 
but promote frieadly feelings, 

We have merely indicated thd main 
lines of cleavage in Edmoniton, politi- 
eal, social, educational and religious.

ANOTHER MOUNTED RIFLEMAN RETURNS 

Trooper Chas H. Marchand, of Ed- 
monton, who joined the Mounted Rifles 
here, returned on Monday’s train from 
England, baving been invalided from 
Africa in September. Trooper March- 
and was injured afi Yan Wycks Vlei, 
early in the campnign, while on fati- 
gus duty, sustaining a severe 
rainful injury to his back through 
dverstraining, He was for some time 
in the hospital there, and speaks in 
the highest terms of praise of the at- 
tention received at the hands of the 
hospital staff. On recovering from 
the injury sufficiently to regort for 
duty Trooper Marchand was attached 
to the enginear cans and employed 
under ithe escort af a squadron of Im- 
parial fyeomanry, repairing the bridges 
and culverts biown ug by the Boers 
in different parts af Capa Colony and 
the border country. While thus em- 
ployed the convalescent soldier sulfer- 
ei a relapse which sent him back to 
the hospital aguin; from whence he 
was &nvalided to Cage Town! and later 
to England. Although looking hardy 
andj well he has odt regained his form- 
er robust health. The privatianjs of 
campaigning on the veldt were many 
but were borne by all the Canadians 
with fortitulde, and were repaid by the 
sympathy and kindness shown! to the 
men on ‘their return England 
The campaign was a great educator 
for men of an observant and, absorbent 
turn of mind.

The result of the deferred elections 
in British Columbia, is ag was ta have 
been reasonably expectei, | Maxwell, 
the nominee of *+he liberal4 and labor 
mem iin Vancouver, as a resvlt of this 
combinei support, ran away from his 
very E3pular opponent, ex-Mayor Gar- 
den, 

In Yale-Cariboo, Galliher, liberal, led 
with Foley, labor al good secand, and 
McKane, conservative, a fair third, 
Considering the size of {the consti;uen- 
cy, the division of interests and the 
large vote the contest was close. But 
it was only close because of ihe liberal- 
labor vote having been split by the 
putting up of a straight labor candid 
da'te. Had a__ labor candidute 
not been nomirated there is no 
doubt that Mr. Galliher would have 
got the greater riurt off the labor vote 
and McKane would not have been in 
it. The miners loyally supported their 
candidate and are entitled to all credit 
for jhaving done so, but they should be 
able to see now thalt in putting him 
up they were taking long chazices on 
having the interests of labor thrown 
flat down by the election of MsKane, 
as a result of 'the division of the forces 
of *he friends of labor. The liberal- 
labor \vote combined was large enough 
td elect a candidate under any circum- 
stances; but had the genaral elections 
gone conservative, with the labor 
randidalte in the field there is very lit- 
tle dowbt that MeKana and nat Galli- 
her would have headed the (poll, - and 
the labor men of Kootenay would have 
been represented by the candidate of 
the interests directly opposed to them.

Prices for oats are abaut/ the same, 
andthe quality is mo better, averag- 
ing very poor. Up to 37¢ has been 
bid for Northern Alberta oats, deliv- 
ered here, for a No. 1 white sample. 
Prices on track here range from 30c 
for light samples up t@-33c to 35c for 
the best. At Manitoba country 
points 25 to 28 is paid to farmers, as 
to iquality. 

Offerings of barley are very light 
and, quoted at 34 to 36 for feed grades.
